They are the ma- 
terials which unite the immortal spirit with 
the physical body, and an important feature 
in the organization of man, not only while he 
is a sojourner on earth, but ever afterward. as 
he moves on from sphere to spheré, attaining 
at each progressive stage degrees of perfection. 
a It isargued by the Materialist, that the phe- 
nomena are the result of electrical forces. 
magnetism. and so forth. We are prepared 
to admit that, and wait the time when they 
š shall sstisfy themselyes of the true -nature of 
that force,. and of its utter inabijity to act of 
itself—to express more intelligence than tba 
emanation of the mineral. the vegetable, or 
the human magnetism. Thé spirit body is 
composed of particles that occupy space; is 
sensible to touch; though light; may be weigh- 
ed in a balance; is as real to the spirit as the 
# material body is to you; subject to the laws 
j and conditions of the world in which it lives; 
—moved with pleasure; subject to pain; loves, 
) hates, fears; endowed with all the qualities 
/ that you possesa and manifest through the 
material organization—all we have as essentials 
in our progress throughout the years of etern- 
ity. Is it not reasonable, is it not a necessity, 
that there should be a diversity of- mind Is 
it not the failures in your life that are the 
motives for further endeavor? Is it not the 
pain you endure that guards yop against 
— Offending laws that rightly obeyed produce 
happiness and harmony? We have victories 
—not of bloodahed—but moral and spiritual 
victories—to fight for in the spirit—equal to 
any that are contended for in earth-life. 
There is a satisfaction in having attained a 
new step; one more round in the ladder of 
knowledge, that we must forever and ever be 
ascending, for happiness depends upon in- 
creasing knowledge, and wisdom to apply it. 
The same laws that are brought into action 
While the spirit inhabits the body are used, 
and are the means by which spirits disem- 
bodied control their mediums. Perhaps you 
have sufficient knowledge to understand how 
our mind, your spirit, operates on your phys- 
cal organization; if not, it should be one of 
à \ ot first studies; for, if you do not gain this 
t owledge while in tbe body, it will have to 
-be pe me. under less favorable circumstan- 
ces when you bave entered into the spirit-life. 
This knowledge can not be given to you in a 
lecture; it must come from observation, from 
thought; not from words and ideas laid upin 
the storehouse of your memory, but from your 
own investigations. Such knowledge will 
i never be loat, while that from teachers or 
ö II trom books may find a place upon the mèm- 
l ory only to pass away like chaff in the wind— 
to answer no practical purpose in the develop- 
ment of the spirit. é 
Among the many forms of mediuméhip 
‘there are two distinct classes—the impression- 
al, and the motor medlum— capable of various 
developments, but nevertheless the great pos- 
itive and negative. The mind of the advanced 
spirit operates upon the advanced medium by 
means of certain forces which exist in the

In describing the manner. ot operating 
former N I would ende 
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of those of their distant triends, and even of j 


the course of events throughout tne world; for 
questions we ofttimes put to mediums and an- 
swers expected, tbat could come from none 
-but infinite minda. As a rule, while commun- 
icating with you in this circle, we are four or 
ive of your English miles distant. It is not 
easy for us to estimate distances, but we judge 
it to be about that. We find, at that distunce 
from the earth, a more suitable magnetism 
with which to sustain our influence over the 
medium, That influence is first obtained by 
the ordinary process known as peace 
It occupied a considerable time, excepting in 
rare cases when the temperament of the indi- 
vidual patyrally favors the condition required. 
As the elettro-biologist operates upon his sub- 
ject, se do we for speaking and for- writing 
when it is impressional, but not always so fur 
drawing; for the picture is often impressed 
upon the mihd in its full form as a vision, and 
the best mediums are those who quickly read 
that picture und copy it. Impressions are 
sometimes given in dreams, but this means is 
necessarily so ‘unreliable that it can not be 
classed.among the prevalent mòdes of com- 
municating. In times past, when the human 
örganism was healthier than it is now; when 
the condition of the organs of the body aflect- 
ed the nervous system less; when men lived 
more naturally; then we were better able to 
impress the mind with thoughts and feelings 
than in the present day. Nevertheless, in 
healthy organism, and where the nervous 


system is particularly sensitive, impressions 


are frequently made upon the mind during the 
hours of sleep, and although they)are not in 
must cases recognized as spiritual impressions, 
they often have a marked influence upon the 
lives and conditions of those who receive 
them. The mechanical, or lower form of 
manifestations are calculated to impress and 


Lo atiract those who have little thought of, 


and less belief in, a life beyond the grave. 
Their object is to lead the mind iato a differ- 
ent channel; to ‘bring it into rapport with 
mpre advanced intelligences, with a view to 
its spiritual’ development. The conditions 
that are necessary are simply a healthy bod 
and a passive mind—these are absolute, bot 
in the case of individual development, and the 
development of circles. In the construction 
of the latter, there must be due regard paidt 
the proportion of forces—positive and neg- 
ative. These qualities are found both in mal 
and female; therefore, in your selection, th 
qualities, not the sexes, must be considered. 
In the human family there is perfect harmony, 
asin the instrument there may be perfect 
tune, but its manipulation, like the conditions 
of society, produces either harmony or dis- 
cord, That which you find to be the rule in 
the individuals and in the human family as a 
whole, you will find to prevail in the circle, 
and. the barmony and peace of mind—and 
consequently rapid development—in the well- 
organized circle, only illustrates what might 
be, were the same laws observed in general 
society. ' 

Another 8 of your circle is the ap- 
pointment of a leader, conductor, or medium; 
to those who have little experience this may. 
seem very unimportant, yet nearly all the fail- 
ures of circles arise from the great want of n 
controlling intelligeuce. It is for this reason 
that we have to appoint for the guidance of 

‘this leader, the controlling intelligence of our 
own circle. 

At present our numbers correspond with 
yours, yet there is only one active, and so 
soon as a second active mind appears in your 
circle failure more or less—is the result. 
This applies to all circles; to those for the 
dower physical manifestations, as well as to 
those for the more advanced for speaking 
clairvoyance, or impressional writing. = 

We will now turn tothe eſlects and probable 
result of spirit-intercourse, and the true knowl. 
edge of your own sublime natures that ‘comes 
with it—soft as the new-born ray of early 
morning—expanding the human soul, and 
leading it to see, more than the outer shell, 
the inner l and the force thut makes 
man God.

New Mediums, 


The following manifestations were given 
through the mediumship of Geo. E. Jones, 
Belle and Charlie Burroughs, at the houce of 
Mr. D. W. Burroughs, on Sunday night, Jan. 
25th, 1874 : ° ' 

On the eighth day of January, 1874, we were 
ordered by independent raps (which was the 
commencement of our manifestations) to build 
a cabinet 3 feet by 34 square and 6 feet high, 
with a three cornered aperture 6} inches in 
diameter, to be lined inside with black cam- 
bric. We followed the instruction, and im- 
mediately built one. A 

On the evening of the 25th, nine of us sat at 
a table made of pine, covered with a black 
shaw). On the table was placed a violin, 
bell and elate. Soon the spirits rapped for the 
slate to be held under the table by George 
Jones, in his left hand, which he accordingly 
did. Next they called for the violin, which 
was held under the table by Charlie Burroughs, 
it was taken from him immediately by a spirit 
bahd, and floated ground under the table, the 
strings vibrating ali the time. Next the bell 
was called for, which wus taken by a spirit 
hand. There were no hands under the table 
except the one that held the slate, and that 
was immediately withdrawmby the spirits aud 
placed on top, leaving violin, slate and bell, 
all under the table, the strings of the violin 


vibrating, the bell ringing and slate-adhering to | 


the leaf. The medium's hand was immediate- 
ly drawn under, and placed beneath the slate, 
the violin appeared ubove the table, showing 
the hand that held it and which thrummed the 
strings, after which it threw it violently on the 
table, withdrawigg thechund, The hand again, 
appeared, pulling the necktie of one of the me- 
diums and scratching his sbirt-bosom in such 
a manner that it was heard by all at the table. 
It chen shook hands in turn with all. We 
wish to have it.understood thb this was not 
done in the dark—the room was sufficient 
lighted that ull could distinctly see eac 
other. 

The greatest of allis yet to come, The 
medium (George's) hands were tied, and he 
entered the cabinet. Belle and Charlie re- 


mained on the outside and joined hands with.

remaining as before. In less than five minutes,- 
hafds began to appear at the cavity some 


ines the arm above the elbow was visite. 
and remaining for several seconds. At one 
time two arms appeured as far as the elbow; 
one of them was fair anc white as snow; 
the other was of a dark sallow color. At an- 
other time a hand appeared at the aperture 
and shook bands with all in the room. , . 

Those in the circle then asked if they could 
see a face, when instantly a small dark-face 
appeared and spoke in an unknown tongue. 
It then disappeared, but came again witha 
speaking-trumpet, and said, ‘Wahena, me 
come, The face then again disappeared and a 
voice was heard giving the name of Jimmy 
Thomas, Music was then made on the violin, 
Finally three brilliant lights were presented, 
and the door opened and George came forth 
with his hands tied, as when he entered.

He who 
only builds air castles, is no bencfit to himeelf 
or humanity. 

If we are to have preaching, let it be of the 
practical kind. A minister with a ham on his 
more Wignified than when standing in erpulpit 
singirg psalms, or interpreting the musty 
records of the Bible. An interpretation of 
‘nature, is far more desirable than a proper 
understanding of the parables of the Bible. 
A knowledge of the saving qualities of Water, 
is far more necessary than a full understand- 
ing of the saving qualities ef the blood of 
Jesus. .

Gerald Massey gives. Interesting Incidénts 
In Connection with Spiritualism. 


Some two-and-twenty years ago 1 was in- 
vited to see a young clairvoyant read without 
the use of the eyes. So little did I know of 
the subject, that when I was asked to hold the 
eyelids down while she read, | lefwmy fingers 
as far apart as possible, so that ahe might see 
through them if she liked.

Possibly my intended 
des told in my favor, for that clairvoy- 
aot became my wife, and ber first conscious- 

ness of meeting me, I found afterward, was 
when she was in the magnetic trance. I was 
indignant at the treatment and the torture to 
whicn I thought she was subjected to gratify 
people's curiosity, and it ended in our running 
away from it. I afterward found that this 
reading by some abnormal vision was a ee 
however unbelievable. She had manifes ed 
the power from vine years of age. I have 
seen ner read so hundreds of times, and con- 
viace huadreds of people, including men like 
Brewster, Hallam, late earl of Carlyle, and the 
present duke of Argyle, and bishop of Win- 
chester. Many persuns were prepared for the 
phenomena of Spiritualism by what they saw 
of her clairvoyance.

Sioce my first gropings in the darkness of 
this subject, light has dawned on me more and 
more, aud the facts have gone on unfolding 
their meanings until the presence of the 
spiritual world is to me as real as that of the 
natural world; the unfeatured darkness has 
unveiled a living face.

conveyed of course. Neither God nor Devil 
could get at our souls without impinging 
somebow, somewhere; without contact no 
force could be brought to bear; there must be 
spirit communion—no matter by what name 
you call it. Also, the suggestion must come 
-from beyond our consciousness—which is just 
what we say, only we act on it as a living 
truth; the orthodox and scientific mind, as if 
it were a lying farce. 

It is difflcult to demonstrate to those physi- 
ciats—who are only fossil specimens on earth, 
I think, of the peqined soul—that we are livin 
spirits; difficult to prove the existence an 

resence of spirits outside of us to those who 
ave not realizeha spirit within us. Still, it 
is impossible to fully discuss natural laws 


apart from spiritual causes; the two are indis- 


solubly bound up together. You can not 
treat the natural by ignoring the spiritual; you 
can not insulate.the most material man, like u 
metal in a non-conductor, so as to be sure the 
spiritual world is not brought to bear in the 
production of certain phenomena. In man 
it is with the natural ànd the spiritual as the 
Hindoos say of the melon: You can hold a 
melon in ohe hand which contains seven 
handfulls of seed. And such is the spiritual 
relationship here to the natural facts, 

I think it is greatly owing to our dim and 
distant conception of a spirit world that it 
seems so impossible for our spirit friends to 
be near us and to communicate with us. Our 
ideas have been so limited to the more visible 
relations of time and space. Metaphysica 
have so dissipated all spiritual reality, And 
then, What ia spirit? we say or think, Aying 
to feel the texture of it, aa if to see how much 
it would seil for, and mentally figure it forth 
from the sense-perceptions, and realize it in a 
material form. We conceive of spirit as 
attenuated matter, forgetting that no attenua- 
tion of matter will ever arrive at spirit. In 
doing thus, we are somewhat like those Eng- 
lish people who, when in a foreign land, seem 
to fancy the more they make their own lan- 
guage un-Englisb, the more it must be like 
the language spoken there! The only start- 
ing point, I thiuk, is this: Weare spirits here 
and now; spirits in a material form, but not 
spirits because of this shape. 

Let men but truly realize that the better 
angel of themselves, whether in the shape of 
a loving wite, or mother, or child gone before, 
can sce them still, are with them still, and try 
to get nearer to them than ever they could in 
this life, that they look at their sins and fail- 
ings, their worldliness and greed with 
rebuking eyes, divinely grave, filled with their 
larger, purer love, and they must take 
thought and strive not to turn them away 
when they Beck to draw near on their mission 


of comfort and errand of love; they would 


try not to do that which would make them 
Veil their-eyes in anguish. They could not 
continue the life of selfishness that darkens 
round their souls like the black cloud of the 
ink-fish, and rises up betwixt them and their 
darlings to sully their innocent brightness, and 
put them out as the darkest midnight may put 
out the stars | = 
You dare not linger thoughtlesaly in the 
paiace or the hovel of sin if you felt the spirit- 
touch upon your shoulder or the whisper at 
your car of a voice you know. ‘I'm glad my 
poor, dead mother does not know what I have 
come to," says some wretched outcast who 
thinks the ache was all over for her when the 
grave-sod covered up the bowed frame and 
broken heart from humansight. But my God ! 
she does know, and sees more than ever, and 
suflers with the strength of a thousand heart- 
breaks for that miserable but dearly-loved 
daughter ! ; 
Spiritualism shows us the visible foothold 


We know the other world is-soundly based be; 
fore leaving this. Our faith does not only 
conquer death in the last grim moment, at the 
edge of the grave, but is triumphant the whole 
life through. Our thoughts have been climb- 
ing upward by palpable means, all along. 
And with such an irradiation this faith 
sheds, a man can walk right through the 
shadow of death itself and. turn round with 
an amused smile as if asking if that were the 
tremendous bugbear which has frichtened so 
many poor mortals from ever living. : 

Spiritualism, as I understand it, means a 
new light of revelation in the world from the 
old eternal source, and you cannot have a 
new light let in without seeing many old 
acquuintances with an old face! Many aspects 
of 1 will change, and some things that 
we took for living faces will turn into the 
sheerest masks of mockery, and whiten with 
the sweat of dissolution running down them. 
But no letting in of new light will change 
the nature of that which is eternally true. It 
is only falsehood that needs to shrink from 
the trausſlguring touch of light. That needs 
must shrink and shrivel away. Spiritualism, 
as I Interpret ‚it, means a new life in the 
world, and new life is not born without pain 
and partings, and sheddings of old decay. 
But new light and life do not come to im- 
poverish ; they come to enrich. Spiritualism 
will prove a mighty iconoclast, but the fetiches 
and idols it destroys will yield up their con- 
cealed treasure of innermost truth, as did the 
statue which was destroyed by Mahmoud, the 
image-breaker. The priestly defentters offer- 
ed him an enormous sum to spare their god, 
but he resisted the bribe and smote with his 
fron mace. Down fell the image,-and as it 
broke, there rolled out a river of pent-up 
wealth which bad been hoarded and hidden 
within it, pat 

And so it will be with Spiritualism and the 
blows it strikes. It has already proved itself 
the greatest solvent of dogmas yet known. It 
is the truth that sets you free for good as well 
as for evil, It has acted and is acting like 
Hannibal's vinegar on the most stupendous 
obstacles of progress, and wa imposture can- 
not do that. It will finally break up many a 
poor miserable efligy of dod to fully reveal 
nn Himself to the unfettered human 
soul.

GROW'S OPERA HALL. 


Discourse by Gerald Massey. 


Gerald Massey, the Eaglish poet, reformer, 
and Spiritualist, delivered the last of his ‘suc- 
ceasful series of lectures at Grow's hall on 
Feb. 2ist. A splendid audience greeted hie 
appearance, and his effurt received the closest 
atteation, and was frequently interrupted with 
applause. His subject, as advertised, was; 
A Spirit World Revealed by Objective Mani- 
festations, or the Only Basis of Immortality.“ 

There are two Cheorics of man's origin. 
One assumes that he was struck oll perfect 
from the mint of creation, stumped with the 
image of God, The other that he has been 
evolved physically from the animal kingdom 
as a crowing work, and is slowly approximat- 
ing to that divine likeness which will take 
eternity to complete. One depicts him as 
descending from his high original estate on 
his way to the devil. Tue other as ascending 
from the-qust of the egrth on his way toward 
God, in the fuldliment of a glorivus destiny. 
For my part, I hold that the spiritual nature 
of man is-as much a development, à growth 
of consciousuess, a progressive derivation 
from its source, ashis physical form is from 
the earlier forms. I have no fear of the doc- 
trine called Darwinian, and I hold that the 
current fear of it argues a conception of 

creation that is utterly nonspiritual ! Darwin- 
jo only needs n true Spiritualism to put it 

rough and clinch it on the other side. Man 
never did bégin on this earth as an angel 
ready-made ; did not begin as that which it 
will take him an eternity to become. it seems 
to me that he was born as blind as, puppies 
are; blind to many laws of our being which 
eve now call natural. In fact, it was as a law- 
breaker that he first recognized the law-maker, 
it took ages of time to get his mental eyes 
open by frequent running of his head against 
solid facts. The first object of his education 
was to find himself here—a being discreted 
from the life around him. Having found that 
sulf which he came to make so much of, and 
hug so blindiy, and love go unwisely, the final 
object of his unfolding spiritual life is to lose 
his own self in his growing sense of the 
creative love, which draws nearer and nearer 
to him by many ways, and the perfection of 
his being, the fullness of his individuality, 
will finally consist of his openness to, his 
utter dependence and subsistence on the 
divine life. Man is not formed in the image 
of God merely becauge he goes on two legs 
instead of four. The father had to reveal 
himself to his child very slowly. very finitely, 
in order that he might come within range of 
its comprehension at all—reveal just so much 
as could be assimilated—and so, little by little, 
and with many appéals, the likeness had to be 
evolved in the spiritual life from within. For 
every upward swell in the human ascent there 
has been a descent of the divine which 
caused it. 

It has commonly been supposed that the 
consciousness of God in humanity began with 
the Hebrew race, or thereabouts, and, in the 
light of that theory, it had always, been u puz- 
zle that man, starting out from some primitive 
perfettiun, falling in the race, and getting up 
so stunned by his fall that he forgot all about 
his pee should have proceeded to split up 
the Deity—that is, the supposed original con- 
sciousness of one—into the myriad forms— 
thirty thousand, for instance, among the 
Romans—eacountered in the past systems of 
polytheism. Max Muller had argued that“ in 
no language does the plural exist before the 


of God, a more or less conscious theism, must 
have preceded polytheism, as an inward fact, 
if not an outward worship. But the known 
facts of history, said Mr. Massey; were all 
: opposed to such a conclusion, the appréhen- 
sion of an infinite number of, gods having for 
ages on ages preceded the knowledge of an 
Infinite One, so that polytheism came before 
monotheism. The idea of immortality was not 
revealed to man by way of remembrance, nor 
as the fossil remains of a 8 nor 
was the. God idea reasoned out without ex- 
ternal evidence. — $ 

After referring to tle condition of the 
dim, pre-historic peoples of the past, whose 
ideas of. God and imuyortality he proceeded to 
prove from the evidence to be obtained from 
tribes of men even now existing upon the 
earth, were undefined if not wholly wanting— 
his friend, Capt. Burton, considering from 
reséarch and‘experience among barbarous peo- 
ples that “ Atheism is the natural night of the 
genuine savage mind —he asked: How did 
the invisible world first make itself known to 
the early benighted cavedwellers of the 
human mind? I answer, by becoming visible 
tothem. Itdid not dawn from any sudden 
illumination within, nor wake upas a memo 
of immoftality. The first idea of man's con 
tinuity after death, and the 
spiritual world, were engendered, I maintain, 
by direct phenomenal proof and visible de- 
monstratien. As we have seen, there are 
savages who do not believe because they have 
not seen; so we shall find plenty who do be- 
lieve because they have seen. 

I take it the first evidence of man’s havin 
become a b spiritual image of Go 
is witnesséd to by bility to recognize the 

of spiritual existence when God appears 
to by means of spiritual apparition. A 

ty of faith in the unseen could not have 
been created in the savage mind—which 
almost dwells in the eyes .alone—without some 
le of appeal being made to it, 
of i th in was 
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singular,“ therefore that a primitive intuition, 
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in a future life, by the direct reappearance, 
under certain conditions, of those friends 
whom the persons so seeing had held dear. 
The carly system of. Curistianity was based 
on this occular demonstration, which the 
present church rejects ; among other points 
cited, betog the fact of Curist having appeared 
to his disciples as his first aet after his resurrec- 
tion. Tie Hebrews were characterize.) by the 
lecturer as s gloomy, unspirituul people, who, 
in spite of their recorded spirit mantlestations 
and personal intercourse, seemed never to 
have grasped the ides or doctrine of a personal 
immortality ; und Jesus Was truly the tirat- 
burn of that nution to réveal etefnnl lite. To 
themind of the speaker the earliest appari- 
tions Of Abe tirst men would be as low iu the 
spiritual scale us the men were in tbe natural 
wotld ; which accounted for tue extremely 
material type of the angels Who visited or we 
seen by Abraham, Lot, Josuua, ete., etc., ig 
the carly days of the Hebrew race. j 
The speaker then went into an elabontte 
tracing of the rise and development of the 
idea in the early races of a shaduw, or spirit 
conuccted with man—the words 
synupymeus in the Tasmanian and 


Feie 
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other sborigioal lauguages— the man ih the 


eyes" of the Mscusi Indians of Guiana, 
which after the death of the miutcrial 
did not also die, but ‘wandered about.” 
This shadow had the capability of appearing, 
and the fact was of the greatest siguiticauce 
as explaining idol-worsnip to a great degree. 
The West Indian islanders waen first visited 
by Europeans, had car little images, and 
set them up for worship in the shape of the 
very spirits which had appeared to them. 
Oase island, near Hayti, bad a population of 
idol-mukers solely devoted to such spirits as 
came only by nigut. These nocturoal spirits 
would be the must popular objects of wor- 
ship, because considered able tu work most 
injury. 

Ages on ages of objective manifestation 


may have passed away, nay, must have passed 


away, before any real spiritual belief was 
wrought into the mind of man. Thero were 
“facts, but not the facuity of thinking them 
out. 

The savage mind acknowledged the exist- 
ence of the “ancestors” wnaom his eyes 
beheld; but he was accustomed even after 
that to think of them as ended,“ and not as 
practically demonstrating immortality to him 
by their visually apprehended presence, hd 
the matter did not seem to be much better 
even to that of the Hebrew, by whom the 
something beyond deato was recognized only 
as a misty mockery of life. 

St. Paul, said toe speaker, seems to hav 
looked on the state of departed spirita as a 
sort of naked nothingness from which he 
shrank, und against which he embraced 
Christianity with its doctrine of eternal life. 
By degrees, the ghosts do evolve some kind of 
belief. Man begins to worship the God 
nearest to him, anu the worship of ancesw 


is one Of the earliest forms of religion. Tus 


worship of our Fatuer in Heaven is preceded 
by the worship-of our forefathers on earth, us 
with the Hindoos aud Cuinese apotbevsised 
ancestors preside over particular families. 
Hesoid says when the mortal remains of tuose 
who lived in tue golden age were bidden in 
the earth, their souls became beneticent de- 
mong, still hoverlag over the world they once 
inhabited, and still watching, clothed in thin 
air, as guardians over the affairs of men. 
Plato gays the good when they die become the 
reporters and carriers between Gods and mon. 
Taat doctrine,.as we now know, was worlds 
anéad of the idea of a physical resurrection 
which the Christian church have clung to un- 
til they are the worst foes of a living spiritu- 
lism. r 
Mr. Tylor, the ethnologist, argues that if 
there be spirits of persons made visible to us 
wearing the old dress, there must be spirits of 
garments ulso. ‘This is not bad savage puilo- 
sophy. It is the very inference that led them 
to the doctrines of object souls and ghosts of 
things. > Tue savage saw that the spirits reap- 
peured im the old recogaizable dress, bearing 
the well-kown weapons. He did not know tne 
law of their representation, op re-clothing 
themselves in the earthly furms, and naturally 
supposed the things were spiritual too, or how 
should they be seen in spirit-life? This serves 
to double the evidence of his reasoning, uav- 
ing been founded on actual aud visib® objec- 
tive manifestation. 
I kuow of very few facts in our/modern 
spirit manifestations taat may not/be found 
in the past. ‘The spirit-voice was continually 
heard by Moses. It testified aloud to the mis- 
sion Of Christ. Its revelations particularly 
distinguish the Vedic hymns and Bkahmanas 
from other - Hindoo inspirations. These were 
heard, or the Deity was, as it were, overheard. 
This we now call clairaudience. In fact, the 
name for revelation in Sanscrit is arGti, i. e. 
“hearing,” which tallies with the mode of 
revelation described by Isaiah: “And thine 
ears shall zu word behind thee, saying, 
‘This is the way, walk ye in it, when ye turn 
to the right hand or to the left hand.“ It 
was in this way, I apprehend, that Socrates re- 
ceived the revelations’ and warning of his de- 
mon. He was clairaudient, and therefore 
heard the spirit speak with ap actual voice. 
Nowadays you will find that yoice explained 
away as the votes of coriscience, People who do 
not heaf voices, refuse to believe that Socrates 
did. But What are we to think of Charles 
Dickens statement, made to Mr. Lowes, who 
„Dickens once declared to me that 


zied Mr. Lewes at first, but nae rise

Cuinese me- 
diums have practiced spirit drawing witb Lhe 
“descending pencil,” or apricot pen, whose 
point wr.tes in sand, for thousands of years. 

Tue pattern of toe temple, from general 
design to minutest detail, was wiven io David 
by n spirit; s0 Was Lhat of tue tabernacle to 
Moses; and the moderu madtutmistie circie 
was the earliest form of worsuipkuown, from 
the Hecating circle, mentioned by Julian, the 
Cualdvan, with Instructions for forming it, to 
the English domestic circle of to-day. The 
Circular Temple of the Sun, the ound Tow- 
zer of Ireland, the Druid Eaclusure, the Ro- 
mau Circus, the Russian Tserck, the French 
* Circle,” German and Scottish '* Keg," and 
English Church, are ali derived from the early 
apiritualistic practice Of sitting in s circle to 
form the electric ring and natural focus for 
spiritual influence to desccud and manifest 
Lueir presence. 

It is, said the speaker, certain that the 
Christian worship began with o jective mani- 
featations of spiritual presence, and that 
these were attributed to that holy spir prom- 
idad to Mankind, as their comforter and leader 
of ho bougut truth. 

The speaker demonstrated, from various au- 
thorities, that the word“ prophet” o inade- 
quately rendered, sigaitied *‘medium” in the 
sense which modern times has attached to it— 
suid that the phenomena of trance was known 
in Coina from the earliest ages, and that 
among the Darien and other Iudiau tribes this 
gift of prophetic vision was recognized. Tue. 
reproduction of the pentateuch by Esdras, 
while in a trance, and under the direct iutlu- 
ence of spirits, as recorded in Esdras, book 
second, 14-21-22, was then graphically delige- 
ated, and the spesker characterized it as one 
of the most remarkable cases of spirit control 
on record. The various methods of inducing 
the trance condition, including the potions 
used for the purpose in the east and elsewhere, 
were then referred to; in the course of the 
description the following solution from the 
spiritual standpoint of fact being offered for 
the origin of tne tree of good and evil“ so 
much referred to in Genesis. Speuking of the 
Soma drink, used in their religious mysteries 
bythe Brahmins, Mr. Massey said: ne tree 
Whic produces thois divine juice, this spiritual 
uphrasy, this intoxicating narco.ic, as we 
should say, was, at an earlier period, the pip- 
pal or religious fig-tree, otherwise called the 
neavenly ssvatha. 

In the second Itig-Veda there is reference 
ade tou tree, the fruit of which is called 
pipala Birds settle un it, eating that fruit, 
and then sing praises in honor of the immor- 
tality which they nuw snare ju consequence of 
having tasted the fruit. Here, then, we have & 
tree bearing 4 fruit which was used ut tue great 
Soma sacrifices of the Hinduvs, to be iden- 
titled as producing a drink that would cause 
such abnormal conditions as intuxication, or 
theSormnambulic sleep. But this uus beea im- 
possible almost, because the word Soma 
may mean immortility. And, one way or 
another, the earthly Soma has been trauslated 
into the heavenly huni, or amrita, that is am- 
brosia, which drops from -the immortal, ro- 
ligious fig tree, out of which heaven aud earth 
were shaped, Beneath this miguty tree, 
which spreads its branches over the third 
heaven, dwell Yama and the Pitris, and quatt 
the drink of immortality with the gods. ‘luis 
poetic, I might say Tü figure, In the shad- 
ow of which we bad lost sight of the real faci. 
It was the drink yielded by the eartuly fig-tree 
that made the heaven of the mytu, aud the 
literal acceptance uf the symbolic expression, 
which has led to the suppusition that the Hin- 
doos imagined the creation us originating iu u 
tig-tree. Meanwhile the real fig-tree tus un- 
dergone the same transformation in spiritual 
translation that the sacred ash of the—N orse- 
men has when we see its culussal“apparitiva 
in the tree Lugdrasil, uplifting its stem and 
branches through three worlds, 
Brought back to the root of plain fact, from 
hich both trees have sprung and been traus- 
formed into metaphor by tradition, we suall 
discover that there was some clairvoyant vir- 
tue in the Soma juice, of sleep drink ; that it 
places men on a fvuvting of fellowship with 
the gods. This is the underlying fact that «fl r- 
esces in the fancy und fabie, Luis fiz-tree 18 u 
meeting-place fur men and immortals. Uader 
it Yama, kiog of the departed, and the Putris, 
the protecting fatherly spirits, quaffed the di- 
vine drink in common with meu. Thus it be- 
comes the mythic drink of immortality, afwr 
the fact fs lost sigut of. We have to do with 
it as the Soma, the narcotic juice used by their 
sleepers and seers at the grust ceremonies sa- 
cred to the god, Boma, to make them immor- 
tal for the time being. Taus we fiad in the 
ancient Hindoo worsnip a fig-tree, sacred to 
Soma, and beloved by Iudra, God of the sky, 
from the fruit of which a drink was made, su 
potent that it not only exalted men to the 
status of immortals, but brought down the 
odsto.men. By eid-of its use at the sacri- 
ces and mysteries, we perceive it was drunk 


recently“dead, and for his living friends to 
drink. Sometimes the soul of the deceased is 
pictured us u bird, the idea as that conveyed 
by the Hindoo birds of the Vedas rejoicing 
over their tirat taste of immortality.

Now, if we turn to the great werk of 
Zoroaster, the Zeud-Avesta, to which’ the 
writer of the book of Genisis was, I think in- 
definitely indebted, we meet two trees —one 
named Gavkerensa, bearing the white haoma 
or fig, the other called the paialess tree. A 
we learn, on the authority of Dr. Windisch- 
mann, that both these trees are the sume. us 
tue one fig tree out of which the ladians 
believed the world to have been created. I 
have explained the only sense in which the 
Hindoos could have believed in such a crea- 
tion. Now the fryit of the white haoma tree 
wag supposed to hive immortality to those who 
drank of its juice, and the modern Parseea, 
the followers of Zoroaster, still make the 
divine drim the medium of immortality from 
dhe fruit of this hsoma tree. The other pro- 

uced a narcotic which destroyed pain; it was 
the painless tree. Here, agai we discover. 
the fruit that produced the sleep giving juice 
and drink of imuioztaluy, and it grows on a 
fg tree. Toe Zend'haoma is the Sancrit Soma. 
Also, I fod in one of your North American 
lodian vocabularies, the “Holy Herb,“ 
tobacco, which was used for the same purs; 
pose, is called Som.“ We have here the 
very two trees planted inthe garden of Eden— 
the tree of life and the tree of knowledye of 
good and evil. 

This has been suggested by Dr. Windisch- 
mann as‘a likelihood, but with no spiritual 
interpretation of the fact, no clue to its 
significance. This tree of life and tree of 
painlessness, originally one aud latterly two 
or possibly two kinds, then, are lig trees. An 
the tree of the Knowledge of good and evil of 
which the woman partook at the suggestion 
of the serpent, and wherewith she did tempt 
her husband, was obviously a Hg-tree. Why 
it is called ao apple, seeing that there is no 
such fruit mentioned in the Mosaic account, I 
can’t tell, unless some primitive philologist 
identified the apple as one with the Pippala, 
there being an apple called a pippin, or per- 
haps he looked upon the whole story us an 
appelogue, It is the fig-tree in India, the fig- 
tree in Persis, the fig tree in Egypt, the fig-tree 
in Greece, and it was in tig-leaves that the man 
and woman tried to clothe themselves, 

My conclusion is that, iu the Mosaic account 
of the "Fall," we have a representation of 
the known fact, common to the Oriental races 
from the earliest time, from the dimmest 
dawn of some immemorial past, that from a 
particular kind of fig could be expressed a 
juice that would nuarcotize the drinker, or. 
iagnelize, or memoralize, as We may say, 
aud in the unconsciousness of sense the. 
spiritual eyes would be opened, the drinkers 
would be in the Spirit-world, seeing with 
apinit-sight, and bell us spirits among spirits: 
ig fact, as St. John says, being in the spirit: 
Aud ye shall be as gods, knowing good and 
evil.“ Aud when toe woman saw that the 
tree was good for food and pleasant to the 
eyes, and & tree to be desired to make one 
wise, she took of the fruit thereof, and did 
eat; or partook of it in some form.

Resolved, That we deprecate the efforts of a 
class of self-styled Spiritualists to make the 
Spiritual Philosophy subservient to the So- 
cial Freedom Abominstion,” and protest 
against being considered their abettors, or be- 
ing made participants of the odium which 
they justly merit.

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The Mystery of Edwin Drood, Com- 
plete. 


We rejoice to know that the eecular press in 
most cases speak favorably ofthe ‘ Mystery 
of Edwin Drood.” Ina late number of the 
Auburn Advertiser, W. W. Clayton comes out 
in an elaborate article, claiming for it a spirit- 
ual origin, and speaking of itin the highest 
terms. IIe says that the book may well chal- 
lenge the attention of the reading public, not 
only because it contains one of the greatest 
stories of Dickens, but because of the alleged 
extraordinary manner in which the storyhas 
been finished. The public are familiar with 
the fact that the first part of the story was 
written by the great novelist as his last lite- 
rary work immediately before his death. 
Bince then the story hau been completed and 
published in an octavo volume of nearly five 
hundred pages, by Thomas P. James, of 
Brattleboro, Vermont. Mr. James aftirms that 
the spirit of Dickens finished the story through 
him as a medium, and is now engaged in wri- 
‘ting another story in the same manner, which 
in due time will be given to the public. 

Mr. Clayton claims that this, if a fact, is 
one of a most astounding and momentous char- 
acter. Let us not consider it lightly. It is a 
startling reversal of the old dust philosophy 
that dead men tell no tales.“ Here is Dick- 
ens still writing stories! When his pen drops 
from his own hand of flesh and he disappears 
behind the curtain, he just reaches back 
through and puts his pen into another man's 
hand and goes on writing. Surely there 
is little need of much ado over great men's de- 
parturofrom tbis life, if such a continuation 
of their work is possible. The world, on this 
hypothesis, never loses its great men; they are 
ati) acting in its aſtairs through the medium of 
others, and perhaps more powerfully than ever 
from the vantage ground they have gained: 
The orators are still speaking, the inventors. 
still inventing, and the musicians still ic 


composing and rendering their music, the 
moral teachers still teaching morals throug 

“others en rapport with them, and the poets and 
novelists still going on with their poems and 
stories, Dickens died in the midst of the 
story of Edwin Drood. Regrets were univer- | 
gal that he could not have lived to finish it, 
He was lamented by sends of readers as 
one cut off in the midst of this work, and it 
sad to think that his mighty pen had fal- 
len from his hand forever, and that he could 
never bre amuse and instruct the world b 

the wonderful creations of his genius. But it 
seems that all that was lamentation spent in 
vain, founded on ignorance of the facts. At 
least wo must so conclude if we are to accept 
' as reality the theory of Mr. James as to the 
completion of the story of Edwin Drood. 

He gays further, that there is no denying the 
fact that Mr. James wro e chapters for 
the conclusion of this story, whatever views 
may be entertained as to how he wrote them. 

Now if he wrote the completion of the story 
of his own mind and from his own knowledge 
and abilities, he is evidently a seeond Dickens, 
rising suddenly from obscurity, whose, genlus 
cannot be distinguished from that of the great 
novelist’; for he has certainly produced, or 
fmished, a story which bears tht impress of 
Ditkens throughout. It would seem that a 
man achieving such success would not only 
need to be a great man, thoroughly versed in 
all the minutia of English history, .manners 
customs, but to be in a conscious state; 
his eyes open and his wits about him. 
But here again all calculation fails, Mr. 
yton claims, for it is a fact abundantly 
(established by testimony that Mr. James war 
| dug the intervals of his 
| writing. He avers that he began’ it, note 
knowing what he was going to do, and having 
never read the previous chapters written by 

Dickens; that falling into a. trance state, 

Dicken# appeared to him and made bim his 
-amanuensis; and that under the control of

In conclusion, Mr, Clayton says: I have 
read the book carefully through, comparing 
the first part with the second in point of style 
and manner of telling a wast and I can see 
no difference—at least not difference enough 
to warrant the conélusion that the two parts 
of the book are from different authors, There 
is the sume style, the same peculiarities, the 
game minute Knowledge of English life. The 
story is all of a piece throughout. The 
reader must have sbarper eyes than I have 
to- discover where Dickens ends and some 
other writer begins, or to detect any- 
thing unlike Dickens in any portion ‘of the 
latter part of the story. 

Is it, then, an imitation of Dickens? If it 
is, it is a most marvelous imitation, consider- 
ing how difficult a writer Dickens is to imitate 
and how poorly-the medium seems qualified 
to imitate him, either in education or in 
familiarity with his writings. He is not an 
educated man nor bas he ever been to any 
considerable extent a reader of Dicken's 
works. 

I will venture to say that it would be a most 
hazardous experiment for any man, even the 

ost quidified in our literary circles, to attempt 
to pass off n piece of bis own writing as from 
Dickens, much less totake up an unfinighed 
stary Of that author and carry it out còm- 
pletely as is done in this book. 

‘The story has every evidence of being the 
development of a preconceived plot through- 
out, and therefore the product of the same 
mind. No new writer could have taken it up 
where Dickens left it and carried it outso 


‘completely , for at that point the plot of the 


story was not sufficiently developed to indicate 
what was to come. I doubt if any new writer 
could bavé developed the plot as well as Mr. 
James appears to have done it even if he had 
rehearsed the story with Dickens preparatory 
to the undertaking. But no one will contend 
that Mr. James ever, did any such thing. 
Then, besides the plot, there is the ¢fliculty 
already alluded to, of imitating Dickens’ 
peculiar style, manner of telling a story and 
minute knowledge of English life. And 
above all, the fact that he has written this 
story without conscious intent and under the 
control of a spirit appearing to be that of 
Dickens, would seem to settle the question in 
favor of his explanation of the manner in 
which the gtory bas been finished. Men in all 
ages have kad some form of belief in books 
produced by spirits. Nearly all tbe sacred 
boeks, believed to be inspired, including the 
Bibles of the Hindoos, Hebrews and Christians 
ure vaguely held to have been pions by an 
agency beyond the minds of the writers. 
That agency, whether conceived of as the 
agency of * or angels, has always seemed 
remote and vague, a thing of the dim and 
shadowy past, belonging to an age of excep- 
tional miracles, when the gods once for all 
condescended to communicute their wills to 


en. 

Not till within a few years, when Andrew 
Jacksun Davis and some othera begin to pro- 
duce books by spiritual agency, did avy one 
believe in the phenomenon as a present reality, 
or Teel inclined to consider the question that, 
possibly, after all, it might be no miracle, but 
a law of intercourse between spirits out of the 
body and spirits in the flesh. 

So far as known. to the writer of this, the 
present case is the first instance where the 
spirit of on author, having passed on in the 
midst of a story, uses the W of another 
man to complete his work.

A Vexed Question Disposed of. 


The House Committee on the Judiciary, to 
whom was referred the petition of E. G. Gou- 


let and others, praying congress for an ac- 


kndwledgment of Almighty Gop and the 
Christian religion” in the constitution of the 
United States, have reported ad follows: 


That, upon éxamination even of the meagre 
debates by the fathers of the republic in the 
convention which framed the constitution, 
they find that the subject of this memorial was 
most fully and carefully considered,-and then, 
in that convention, decided, after grave de- 
liberation, to which the subject was entitled, 
that, as this country, the foundation offwhase 
government they were then laying, was to he 
the home of the oppressed of all nations of 
the earth, whether Christian or pagan, and in 
full realization of the dangets which the union 
between Church and State has imposed upon 
so many nations of the Old World, agreed, 
with great unanimity, that it was inexpedient 
to put anything into the constitutton or form 
of .government which might be construed to 
be a reference to any religious creed or doc- 
trine. And they further find that this de- 


-cision was accepted by our Christian fathere 


with such great unanimity that, in the amend- 
ments which were afterward proposed, in 
order to make the constitution more acceptable 
to the nation, none had ever been proposed to 
the States by which this wise determination 
of the fathers has been attempted to be chang- 
ed. Wherefore, your committee report tha 
it is inexpedient to legislate upon the subj 
of the above memorial, and ask that they be 
discharged from the further consideration 
thereof, and that this report, together with 
the petition, be laid upon the table.“ 

W ejoice to know that this vexed question 
is dlspabed of for the present. Ministers of 
the gospel, who have never felt a sensation of 
God in their hearts, have exerted themselves 
in all directions in order to have him acknowl- 
edged by the constitution.

corner-stone of a Republic, that should aflgrd

they could not do, if any religious restrictions 
were imposed upon them. 

The Fathera of the Republic baving suffered 
severely themselves from the effects of relig- 
ious intolerance, spurned the ideg} of abridg- 
ing, in any manner whatever, the right of each 
one to entertain any religious opinions he de- 
sired, - 

The committee that had this petition under 
consideration, acted sensibly in ejecting it,— 
and giving those who signed it, a sort of 
“curtain lecture“ on their ignorance and 
duplicity, in supposing that Congress was less 
liberal in religious views, than the patriots of 


the Revolution.

Q.—Will you please explain to us what we 
should understand by nervous force ? 

A.—The nervous system,—this is what I 
am taught by my friend, Dr. Gregory, who is 
more thoroughly conversant with this subject 
than I—he says the nervous system has two 
legitimate functions ; the primary function of 
the nervous system is one of circulation, and 
the next is one of communication—both of 
sensation and of force. Over the nerves 
there flows what we term the white blood. 
When you look into the spiritual body with 
your clear seeing eyes, as you will in spirit 
life; or, as you do now by the clairvoyant 


‘\ajsion, you will see every nerve illumined 


＋ 


with a white light, flashing along it. This 
light isa positive power—not a fluid but a 
force that flashes through all other parts of 
the structure. This vital force, magnetic life, 
electric vitality, or whatever you choose to 
call it; not only pervades all the nerves, but 
flows out, forming an aura surrounding the 
whole being whence it emanates. This aura 
extends a few inches from the human body. 
From the top of your heads, with every per- 
son in this audience, I see rising this lambent 
flame of beautiful white soft light. This 
nervous force is partly disseminated into the 
surrounding expanse of your bodies. When 
you come into each other’s presence, this ner- 
vous power, this vital life of individuals 
coalesces, flows together, and you feel each 
other's interior atmosphere. It is because 
your lives are thus blended together by per- 
sonal contact, that from some you will feel 
repulsion, and from others attraction. It is, 
of course the harmony or \inharmony in 


the rhythmic movements thas take place in 


this vitalized aura, that our attraction or re- 
pulsion is cognized, Then, again, in relation 
to sensation and motive power, it is by 
means of this function of the nervous system 
that you are enabled to lay hold of physical 
bodies, to have contact with the external 
world, and to receive sensation. Now, the 
supply of this nervous force comes most 
largely from what you breathe, because the 
air is all instinct with the life, saturated>so to 
speak, with the magnetic forces that have 
intilled it, from the vegetable and animal life 
of the planet, and the human life of past 
times. There is not only the electric and 


magnetic currents, bit there is also with them, 


others, subtler, keener, deeper, more potent 
and pure. They are thore of the spiritual 
life, which infill all your atmosphere. 
This is the grand source of supply, as it is 
carried into the blood throvgh the lungs. 
As the blood passes through the system, the 
spleen does a very large work, in separating 


“this vital force from the other grosser forces, 


from the food you have eaten. The spleen 
does the work of separation more than apy 
other organ in the body. When it ia separated 
through the body, the arteries coming into 
contact with it, carry it to the brain, there to 
utilize it. The brain is the grand storehouse 
of this vital force, that has been gathered from 
those various sources. You will find that as 
you operate forcibly with the brain structure, 
you will have worked up more or less of this 
fine subtile spiritual power. 

Q.—Is there any_condition in spirit life sim- 
ilar to death here?

There is one other point in 
the spiritual world—there can be no accidental 
change from one spiritual state to another, 
because accidents are unknown. There can 
be no cutting off before the full ripening of 
the soul to the necessary condition for the 
change—never until that change is demanded 
by the fulfillment of all the laws of the sphere 
in which you live; never until that takes place 
can that possibly come to you.

Boices from the People 


In treating this subject, it seems necessar 
to first establish, or speak of the indestructi- 
bility of matter. Now this fact is generally 
admitted by scientists, that matter is eternal ; 
that it is impossible to awnlthilate one single 
atom of matter, although it may be changed 
in form.

Having 
thus far established the existence of mind as 
being eternal, or, in other words, immortal, 
we will proceed to another phase of life, i. e., 
is it possible for an individualized mind or 
spirit, that has passed out of the physical 
body to the Spirit-world, to communicate with 
an individualized mind or spirit that still re- 
mains in the physical body’ Andto get this 
idea before the mind, I shall have to make use 
of one of God's unchangeable laws called 
mesmerism. Now every one knows, who has 
investigated this law, that it is a scientific 
fact, that when one individual mesmerizes 
another, he gets perfect control of him, and 
makes him act or talk just as he has a mind 
to.

exceptional in Israel. She was not permitted 
to be a priestess.

He led his people up out of Egypt 
in more ways than one—at least tried to lead 
them, though they often cast longing, linger- 
ing looks behind, and the chains of the old 
sorceries still clung to their souls. He made 
a strenuous endeavor to get at the one God and 
did truly ascend the Mount Sinai of a higher 
altitude, to issue forth his latter revelation 
and to extirpate all forms of spirit-intercourse 
on the lower ranges. But the inspiration of 
Moses and other Hebrew mediums was by no 
means so direct from God, or so perfectly pro- 
tected from evil interference, or so unmixed 
with error as-has been believed. It was so 
natural, in the early times, for the lowest 
formsof one's own spirit-manifestation—to be 
attributed to the immediate presence and 
agency of Deity, as it may be in our day for 
the loftiest to be set down to the Devil. I 
venture to doubt whether the Hebrews had 
any more certitude in the matter than we 
have today. Then, as now, the tree must be 
judged by its fruit, good or evil. I do not 
think,they had so much, as they had not the 
same openness to the spirit of truth; had not 
the means of judging betwixt truth and error; 
had not the revelation in Christ—the illumin- 
ated i of immortal love—which we have 
to judge the spirit-messengers by. °

Two of its vast membership being 
opposed toslavery, and having spoken against 
it, this great conclave of Carist's ministers 
hastened, the next day, to set Methodists right 
on man-stesling und wonsn-whipping; resolv- 
ing as follows: 


Hiesolved, By the delegates of the Annual 
Conference in general meeting assembled 
that they disapprove in the most unqualifle 
sense; the Conduct of two of the members of 
the General Conference, who sre reported to 
have lectured upon, and in favor of, Modern 
Abolitionism, 

Ice ted, That we are decidedly opposed to 
Modern Abolitionism, and wholly disclaim 
any right, wien intention to i ere with 
tbe relation, civil &nd political, as it exists be- 
tween master and slave in the slave-holding 
States of this Union.”

Cachers sent s pastoral address” to their 
constituents, or to the under churches, exhort- . 
ing them to “wholly refrain from taking any 
part in opposition to slavery." Annual Confer- —

fair sample, however, of the position that the 
Christian church of America held to the great- 
est crime ever perpetrated, I will give a 
glance at its position in regard to marriage 
und polygamy, : 

Tne Savannah River Baptist Association 
in reply to a query whether ‘separation of 
husband and wife by sale, allowed the parties 
to marry again,“, «answered that a separation 
of slaves by sale, is civilly a separation, by 
death, and that they believed in tne sight of 
God it would be so viewed. 

The following ia un extract taken from an 
address of the Presbyterian Synod of Ky.: 
Not only has the slave no right to his wife 
and his children; he has not even a right to 
himself. Signed by John Brown, Esq., 
Chairman; John C. Young, Secretary. 

Twenty-eight years ago, the New York 
Herter published the proceedings of the 
Anniversary of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions. The ques- 
tign whether polygamists should be admitted 
to the mission churches, had to be met. The 
question was referred to a committee, Cian- 
cellor Walworth of New York, Chairman, 
Said committee reported against instructing 
the missionaries to exclude polygamists from 
their mission Churches." Much discussion 
arose, bul the report passed ununimously. 

Among the many things said in favor of the 
report, l quote a few frum prominent mem/ 
bers. Cnancellor Walworth said, “In New 
York polygamy was a crime. In Turkey it 
was‘not, The question might arise there, and 
the circumstances of fhe case must decide it, 
If we should attewpt to decide it, the Board 
would disagree,"

Paul declared the husband to be the head of 
the woman," and forbade women to speak ia 
the churches, instructing them, if they would 
learn anything, to learn it from their husbanda 
athome.

She replied, —“ She was my warmest 
and nearest bosom friend. She-died but one 
week ag little Jessie, whom she wants me 
to look after, igittle girl she left but ten 
years of age“ / 

We afterwards desired her to consent to our 
publishing the facts, giving names and places 
of residence of herself and the family of the 
spirit. Her reply was. Oh! don't do so. 
We are all Scotch Presbyterians, and I could 
not endure the obloquy and censure it would 
bring upon me. Our friends would denounce 
it all as the work of the Devil, and it would 
do no good, but would hurt me very much." 
She afterwards called at our reception room, 
and informed us that she had been and seen 
about Jessie, and said her uncle had taken her, 
and would bring her up well—satisfactorily to 
her apirit mother. — 

Here is manifested the anxiety of the 
deceased mother for the little daughter, im- 
portuning as she had power, a bosom friend 
to go to the rescue, which she did, and the 
child now has a good home. à 

Another case transpired but a few days since 
at the Seance room, in a Beance holden- by 
the same mediums. 


A popular clergyman and wife, with two of 


their friends—a!l of Chicego—visited the 
Seance room, in cog. During the Seance, the 
minister's wife bad a valuable diamond ring 
taken from her Anger by a spirit. She plainly 
felt it taken from her finger. She felt a little 
anxiety about it, and so expressed herself. 


She was told to have no fear for its safety, as 


the spirits always returned everything of the 
kind. In these Seances, knives, pencils, 
watches, rings, etc., etc., are often carried by 
the spirits trom one to another, by request. 
Just before the close of the Seance the lady 
had a slip of folded paper slipped between 
her lips, which she held fast until the close of 
the circle, and the lighting of the gas. On 
taking it from her lips, she found written on 
the paper in pencil, ‘‘ You will find your ring 
under the pillow of your bed on returning 
home.“ This intelligence was revealed to no 
one present, but the clergyman and two 
friends. To them she showed the writing. 
From the astonishing manifestations they 
had witnessed, although members of a popular 
church, they were: prepared to believe it 
might be all true.

Holiness vs. Passion. 


The following letter which appeared in the 
Barner oF Ligur of Feb. 21st, is so appro- 

riate, and exprésses our sentiments and feel- 
ings so Well, that we present it Lo our numer- 
ous readers : 
Isa your issue of January 24'h, I find another 
of those fire and sword letters av often given 
na by Spirituatists, itis all atlime with bit- 
Lerness g and opposition, serking 40 stir up 
hatred and war against unbelievers, and qall- 
ing on the friends to cut the cord at once’ of 
oppression. Now, I am as devoted to the 
cause of Liberty as any one within our brose) 
land, and just as jealous of the reformers’ 
rights. I believe in giving forth to the world 
the waters of truth until they deluge every 
part of the earth: but I say let them descend 
holily, purely, fresh fromthe shining river 
above, and not impregunted with the passions 
ef men. Don't discolor their liquid beauty 
with the evil retlection of vengeance, and do 
not speak of mingling the crystal flood with 
crimson gore. 

The writer in the letter referred to, declared 
that if God’s name is incorporated in the Con- 
stitution, there will follow lawa for driving 
the people into churches, that noone will be 
allowed to walk or ride on the Sabbath, ex- 
cept to church or Sabbath-school, that one de- 
mand will succeed another, and finally refusal 
to comply will restore the reign of the faggot, 
rack, and other instruments of torture.

They say: es, all is 
seemingly’ perfect; you dwell ina scene of 
splendor, re taste most palatable dainties of 
belief, and you sleep on the down of security, 
for no yawning Ael! comes with its gaping jaws 
to disturb your dreams; but alas! in the fu- 
ture when the Prioce of Power descends, be 
will touch your magical castle with the wand 
of his might, snd it will vanish in air, while 
you will fall prostrate before him, and in view 
of that hell you now ignore.

Science should seek only the truth. It should 
shrink fröm no conclusion, however strange 
or unpopular; disguise no difficulties. It 18 
bound by the law of honor to make a frank 
confession of ignorance, and not to be ashamed 
to admit that there are stil! mysteries to be 
unveiled and problems to be sulved which 
they do not now comprehend, Let not scien- 
tile men, then, sneer at Spiritualism with its 
facts, even if they cannot comprehexd its 
theories. i

night. I have been there and they felt as 
natural as any I ever felt.

A Science of Religion is being evolved by 
the progressive enlightenment of this age. 
This science*is based on an examination of the 
ideas of primitive man, and it advances by a 
comparison of his languages, laws and social 
relations, and by a comparative view of the 
rise and progress of all the fundamental sys- 


tems of religion, of the various peoples Of re. 


mote antiquity. 

Having in a previous essay considered man 
in relation to geology and zoology, it is now 
in order to notice the crude ideas moral phil- 
osophies, acts of worship, aud reverential con. 
ceptions which have in all ages characterized 
all mankind. In doing this, I avail myself of 
all accessible facts, hile impartially pre- 

-~Benting the tenets of the varions religions that 
have most influenced mankind, I can say with 
Muller that all have done some good, and 
with Buckle, that all rest mainly on super- 
stition. 

We can not intelligently view the human 
form without observing, that as we ascend 
from the feet to the tup of the head, the or 

ns increase in importance. If we examine 
the brain alone in this way we find that over 
the eyes is perception; in the center of the 
lower forehead is memory; over this is reason; 
on the top-front-head is benevolence. Next, 
back of this is veneration—the attic window 
from which the soul looks in humble rover- 
ence to God, and on either side of this, are 
hope and spirituality. Man, then, is naturally 
a worshipful being in his very organization. 
No wonder, then, that in all ages of the world 
in all stages of barbarism, civilization, and 
enlightenment, man guided by reason, looks in 
veneration, bows in reverence, trusts in hope, 
and gives in beneficence. 

Hence it is, that man, in the darkest orgies 
of barbarism, is prone to worship, and to ad- 
here to some kind of a religion indicated by 
his reason and by his notion of the phe- 
nomena surrounding him. Thus uncivilized 
man believes (hat man is dual, and that when 
the materia! self dies and decays, the other self 
or spiritual self lives on, and forever, and he 
buries the gun, the hatchet and pipe with the 
dead friend, for the living self to use in the 
other world; These ideas of duality of future 
existence, and of a higher power, are innate; 
they are derived from no revelation or teach- 
ing, but a natural conception of the human 
mind, end they form the incipient principles 
of the religion of the Hindoo, the Jew and the 
Christian. z ‘ 

Heathens are cach known by a single bame, 
which is generally metaphorical; thus one ia 
strong or powerful, and he is called '‘bear;” 
his offspring glory in the same name for many 
generations, and the tribe bestow their wor- 
ship on the bear as a God. Others seeing the 
grandeur of the heavens, or maybe, suppose 
the great Spirit resides in the firmament, wor- 
ship the sky, while others make a God of a tree, 
because a chief has been buried in or near it, 
Next arose. bead is Gods. Such is 
the origin of totem worship. 

Hence it was that primitive man worshipéd 
Fus Gods, —they were Polytheists. Contrary 

the statements of some of their reviewers, 


all mankind have worshiped a plurality of- 


Gods, or at best, even now, worship a princi- 

al God and a son aud other vicegerents. It 

s, however, an obvious fact that as people 

have given more play to reason, and thus be- 

come more enlightened and less superstitious, 

y bay number of Gods has decreased in like 
ratio. 

If-we rid our minds of the errors of tradi- 
tion, we must conclude that there is a first 
cause,—a prime intelligence manifest in the 
inception of the forces of nature. This is the 
one eternal God, but there is no son, as the 
pagans béTiéve of their Gods; neither is there 

Corporal, captain, or adjutant. But there isin 
mañ a part of this divinity by which he per- 
ceives the infinite, communes with God and 
aspires to a higher and a nobler life. This is 
monotheism, and it is man bound to God by 


physical organization, and by mental endow- 


ments. It is a divine relation in natural asso- 
ciation, and keptin union by reason. This, 
in my conception, is the root, easence, entity, 
and entirety of all religion. 

Religion is an essential element that binds 
human beings together, and makes them an 
ethnos—a people. I do not mean especially 
the Jewish: relfgion, nor the Mohammedan, 

uddhistic, nor the Chri religion, but 
ome idea of self-dualty, of responsibility, and 
of a higher power, and genius is as character- 
ist ic of a people as of an individual, and its 
peculiar castes are manifested in the morals, 
politics, religion, arts and science. 

Thus the more ignorant a people, the more 
superstitious they are, and the lower their re- 
ligious conceptions, the“ more Gods they 

“have; and the more tribal they are, 
the more they are prone to war. To 
illustrate; we read in Homer's “Iliad” that 
about the year 1184 B. C., while Priam, the 
sixth from Dardanus, was ruling the dynasty 
of Troy, bis son Paris went to Achacus, a 
tribe of Greeks in Peloponnesus, and carried 
away Helen, the beautiful wife of Menelaus, 
King of Sparta. For this trivial offense the 
Greeks banded together under Agasfemnon and 
went p Troy and besieged it for ten 
years. Finally they slew Hector, the Trojan 
commander, And sacked the city. 

And the su 3 of the dark ages led 
the people to at the idea, divine inspira- 
tion, to Magicians and Sorcerere. 
Iliad and Cyctic poems Tirah, the Roman 
Magician, caught the spirit of Homer, and de- 
rived much o 
'Æneiad, for which he was reverenced as a God, 
and was believed to possess marvelous powers 
of divination. Pregnant women, lovers and 
poets visited his ve for consultation and 

- consolation. But if the vox virgili” came, 
it was as inaudible as the voice from the statue 
of Apollo at Delphi. In the third and fourth 
282 Virgil was actually quoted in the 
liturgy of the sanctuary, and by enthusiastic 
divines, as prophetic of the coming of Christ. 

The laws of every tribe or nation of people 
are moulded by ‘their peculiar religion, and 
their religion is directed by their traditions, 
theirreason, and their enlightenment. The 
laws of the ancient Greeks were made in 
— — thelr faith in their God, Zeus of

It is stated by Diodorus, that the 3 
believed that Muevis gave their lows to 
Hermes; the Cretans believe that Minos 
received their laws of Zuus, and the Lacedemo- 
nians believe that their laws came through 
Lycurgus from Apollo; the Aryans believe 
their laws came through Zathranstes from the 
good spirit. According to the Gete, the 

eddess Hestia gave laws to Zomalxis; the 
pe believe that Iso ggve their laws to 
Moses, and Christians belive that Christ re- 
ceived his doctrines of God. 

The first ideas of religign came with the 
first human being, and feligious forms and 
ceremonies became systematized as generic 
language became fixed and traditional. The 
first developed languages of Asia were the 
Turanian, Aryan and Semitic. At the same 
time were developed, I might say evolved, 
the three fundamental systems of religion, 
bearing respectively the names of the lan- 
guages. y 

China is the most complete representative 
of Turanian speech and religion. We find in 
the mouldy annals of this people a religion 
neither with ostentation nor imposing ceremo- 
nies, but a simple worship of a multiplicity of 
Gods suggested by natural phenomena, as the 
lightning, storm, sun, and sky. They also 
worship ancestral spirits, and believe that the 
spirits of the dead return to do them good or 
harm. Hence, Confucius said, Respect the 
Gods and keep them at s distance.” 

The Semitic races embrace the Phenicians, 
Carthagenians, Babyionians, Mahommedang, 
Jews and Christians. Widely as these people 
differentiate each other in their nationality, 
language, faith and modes of worship, 
anciently they had the same language, the 
same religion, and the same gods; and it is 
characteristic of their religion, even now, 
especially the three last mentioned, that God 
is recognized more in interpositions in the 
attuirs of men and nations, than in the bene- 
ficence, harmony and beauty of nature. 
Hence, God is worshiped more through. fear, 
than venerated for beneficence. The deities 
of their ancient worship were numerous, and 
called by names expressive df moral attri- 
butes and exalted powers, but these deities 
have been constantly abandoned with a steady 
tendency toward monotheism. 

On the contrary, the Aryan races have a 
religion based upon a conception of natural 
powers in their deities. Max Muller fitly 
characterizes them as worshiping God in 
Nature; God as appearing behind the 

orgeous veil of nature, rather than as hidden 

ehiud the veil of the sanctuary of the human 
heart.” Each of che Gods of this pantheon is 
held as a ssċréd monument of power, so that 
there is slow progress toward monotheism. 
Traces of the Aryan race, language and reli- 
gion are best marked in Persia and the Indies. 

From these nascent stems sprang the world- 
wide panorama of religious history, From 
the Aryans came the Hindus and the Persians, 
with Brahminism, Buddhism, and Zoroastrin- 
iim, and from the Shemites came Hebrews 
with Judaism, Mosaism, and Christianity. 
From the Turian came the Chinese, Tartars, 
Fins, and their religions. - 

Buddhism originated among the Aryans. 
but found the material for its growth in Asia, 
and is now the great Turansian religion, sup- 
ported by ope-third of the people of earth: 

And so of Christianity which, though de- 
veloped from Mosaism, was apunsa by the 
Jews as the Brahmans did Buddhism, so 
that it received but little notice till it was 
transplanted from the Jews among the Gentiles 
—from Semitic birth, it has become the lead- 
ing Aryan religion of this day. 

ext, let us notice the leading characters; 
and the sacred books of these religions. The 
four Vedas, of which the Rig-veda is the 
principal bible, contain the revelations and 
doctrines of the Hindus, whose principal Gud 
is Brahma, who with Siva aud Vishnu form 
the trinity or god-head, and these books with, 
the Menu and Shaster are supposed to contain 
the will of their God revealed through proph- 
ets. Zoroaster was a dissenter, from the 
code, and the founder of a new code of re- 
vealed laws—the Zendavesta. Afterwards 
Buddha dissented from the Brahmin faith aud 
Aormed a new code called the Dhammapade, 
or path of virtue. 

uddha was a greatreformer. He taught 
many good moral truths, and had many apos- 
tles who claimed that he appeared to them in 
person, after his death. His sacred writings 
were canonized 246 years before Christ, and 
yet he has more followers than any religious 
reformer the world has ever known. 

The most noted characters of the Turanian

me time and promulgated their religious 
onceptions in the Tao-te-King, and the Five 
Kings) and the Four Shu.

This 
is the only human method; all else ia but pun- 
shment for vindictiveness; is but a part of 
the reflected action of the same animal nature 
that produced the murder in the first place. 

Q.—Is there any natural connection between 
the Jewish and the Christian religion! 

A.—There is the same natural connection 
betweenrthe Jewish and the Christian religion, 
that there is betweon all forms of religious 
faith, as they are unfolded to human con- 
sciousness, one after enother, There is no 
special or necessary connection between Jewish 
and Christian religions any more than that 
‘which exists between the Jewish and the old 
Hindoo. The Jewish was derived from India, 
through Egypt, and, as India was the cradle 
of the religious thought of the world, so we 
may say that all forms of faith are more or 
less the outgrowths of this great original foun- 
tain; but, as human spirits have ripened, have 
become greater, there have grown up new 
forms of religious faith; the Christian form 


Mr Danskin, for instance, will not allow | . 
that in my statements I am as honest as he is 
in those he presents. On the other hand, 1 
do not doubt fora moment, his sincerity, or 
of the many others who testify to phenomena 
they have obstrved, however incredible their 
statements may be. I doubt the correctness of 
their observations—not their own truthful- 
ness. Their error is in the nature of the evi- 
dence. What Mr. Danskin has said in reply, 
I had already read in his work on Spiritualism, 
or at least substantially the same. I had those 
very statements in mind when I wrote the 
review of The Diakka.“ I thought when I 
first read the book, as I think now, that not 

only his facts, but the entire class which they 
represent, are valueless as evidence, for rea- 
sons stated in my review.“ I have no doubt 
of.the gentleman's honesty, his integrity of 
purpose, or full belief in his narrative, and at 
the same time he has not fortifled his state 
ments with the proofs, which alone can make 
them believable. In fact, no amount of 
human testimony in regard to some of his 
statements, adda one iota to their demonstra- 
tion. In illustration: A traveler returns from 
a journey to the tropics, aud states that he 
saw palm trees, out of the summits of which 
serpents grew in place of leaves We might 
regard the traveler as honest, but we should 
not believe him, nor would the evidence of 
ten or ten thousand travelers add to the 
strength of the evidence. Knowing the great 
principiis governing the animal and vegetable 
ingdoms, we should ssy to tbie and all such 
statements: They are necessarily untrue, 
and human testimony only indicates the falli- 
bility of the senses.” 

Mr. Danskin says that he repeatedly saw 
an iron ring, little larger than the neck of the 
medium, placed thereon, and several others 
saw it also. I would consider his own testi- 
mony as competent as that of a thousand, for 
the question is not Does he believe he saw 
this phenomenon f” A a 

The ostensible purpose of alk physical mani- 
festations is to convince skepticism. We boast 
that our faith has become knowledge—that 
our religion is exalted to a science, and the 
immortality of the soul demonstrated by in- 
controvertible facts. Then we have a right 
to demand that the facts on which our knowl- 
edge rests shall be like all scientific state. 
ments—incontrovertible—and every safeguard 
and condition applied which shall render the 
result positive. I take the iron ring feat" aa 
a sample of a large class 8 in support 
of Spiritualism, and it patent that state- 
ments 80 directly contrary to human experi- 
ments require the most rigid scrutiny and ap- 
pliance of every possible test. It is not how 
many saw the phenomenon, but under what 
test conditions did it appear. 

If the ring was placed on the medium's 
neck, itis certain that either the ring or the 
neck of the medium must be parted. The 
theory is that spirits have the power of dissolv- 


ing the atoms and again resolving them—a
